BENSALEM ACTS TO CURB JUNKYARDS

The Bensalem Township super­ 
visors last night enacted an or­ 


dinance to regulate junkyards 
and scrapyards, long a source of 
complaints 
from 
residents of 
areas where the yards are lo­ 
cated. 


The enactment came at the 
end of more than an hour’s de­ 
bate between the supervisors 
and several scrapyard operators 
who sought clarification of sev­ 


eral of the sections of the or­ 
dinance. Township Solicitor Jack 
Dean parried most of the pro­ 
tests which centered on the be­ 
lief that the township was at­ 


tempting to harass businessmen, 
particularly service station op­ 
erators who “store parts.” 
The ordinance calls for the 
annual licensing of junkyards 


and scrapyards, the posting of 
a bond by the operators, and 
the erection 
of a 
fence 
set 
back from the curbline of the 
properties* involved. 


Dean explained that the orin 
ance poses no problem to busi­ 
nessmen who, in the normal con­ 
duct of 
business

material and disposes of it in a

Hit Targets 


Near Hanoi 


COMMISSIONERS PROTEST 


SAIGON (UPI)—U.S. fightcr- 
bombers blasted targets within 
55 miles of Hanoi today. It was 
the closet bomb raid to the 
capital 
of 
Communist 
North 
Viet Nam. 


U.S. military spokesmen an­ 
nounced that 90 U.S. Air Force 
jets destroyed or damaged 37 
buildings in Quang Soul, south 
of Hanoi. 


The strike was made just out­ 
side the town of Ninh Binh, 
where U.S. planes dropped leaf­ 
lets instead of bombs two days 
ago. 


Other U.S. jets attacked tar­ 
gets on three North Vietnamese 
highways. 


A U.S. Air Force spokesman 
said IO F I05 Thunderchief jets 
supported by IO other fighter 
planes destroyed bridges, box­ 
cars 
and trucks 
in 
a wide­ 
ranging strike. 


He said the planes destroyed 
three trucks on Highway 7, two 
small bridges on Highways 7 
and 76 and four boxcars and a 
small railway bridge next to 
Highway I. 


The Air Force j<ts fired 2.71 
inch rockets and Bullpup mis­ 
siles at their targets. 


They cruised over the Com­ 
munist territory for 40 minutes, 
reporting

light 
anti-air­ 
craft fire 
All planes returned 
safely to their bases. 


Other American jots, flying 
under the cover of pre-dawn 
darkness, bombed a Red truck 
convoy 125 miles south of Ha­ 
noi.

Bristol Twp. Authority 
Gives Croyd 
Sewers OK 
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Oh, what a beautiful morning.

The Bristol Township Author­ 
ity _ despite the protests of 
the township board of commis­ 
sioners — last night approved 
final certification of the com­ 
pletion of the sewer project in 
the Croydon area. 


The two groups, meeting in 
joint session at Maple Shade 
School, Croydon, took entirely 
different views of the work per­ 
formed by George Tripp, Inc., 
general contractor for the Croy­ 
don project. 


The 
commissioners, 
w h o 
charge the township has been 
damaged to the extent of pos­ 
sibly $100,000 by George Tripp, 
sewer 
contractor, 
said 
they 
would take action against Tripp 
to recover damages. 


5 To 2 Vote 


The authority, by a 5-2 vote, 
said it was satisfied with the 
sewer construction and road re­ 
paving, based upon the recom­ 
mendation of its consulting en­ 
gineers, 
Gannett, 
Flem i n g, 
Corddry and Carpenter, 
Inc., 
of Harrisburg. 


As a result of last night’s ac­ 
tion, Tripp will be paid about 
$333,000 as final payment on the 
$5*4 million 
construction 
job. 
The authority will hold back an­ 
other $83,000 until eight months 
after certification of the road 
work, during which time Tripp 
must repair any damages. 


The authority certified the sew. 
er job as of March I, despite 
vehement protests from author­

Kline, however, told an au­ 
dience of a dozen residents that 
“Tripp never stopped work dur­ 
ing the suit or the Mast Engi­ 
neering inspection. He was not 
stopped one half-hour. I think 
it’s a false issue.” 


Kline earlier released a report 
from Joseph S. Ward and As­ 
sociates, Inc., consulting soils 
and foundation engineers, which 
disclosed that less than the spe­ 
cified amount of penetrating oil 
was poured over repaved streets 
in the Croydon area. 


The Ward 
report disclosed 
that of 41 test cores made of 
repaved sewer trenches, only 
seven contained the required 
amount of oil. The sewer con­ 
tract specified that 0.85 gallons 
of oil per square yard be pene­ 
trated into the streets. 


Kline noted that the township, 
at the beginning of the project, 
had requested that specifications 
be from 1.5 to 1.75 gallons per 
square yard. 


Kline told the joint meeting

The ordinance was originally 
scheduled for 
enactment 
on 
April 16 but was postponed to 
a special meeting last night to 
permit a committee, made up 
of opponents to junkyards and 
those who would be affected by 
the ordinance to come to some 
general area of agreement. 


Committee Chairman 


C. J. Cook, who operates a 
hauling business in Cornwells 
Heights 
and 
said 
he 
stares 
parts, served as chairman of 
the committee but called for the 
rewriting of the ordinance which 
he termed ambiguous. 


The ordinance enacted is bas- 
cally the one originally pro­ 
posed. The license fee required 
each year was modified to $25 
from the original $250 figure 
and instead of posting cash or 
certified check in the amount 
of $3,000, a $1,000 performance 
bond, which will cost about $10 
or $15 a year, will be required. 
Instead of placing the required 
eight - foot-high fence 12 feet 
from the curb, the ordinance 
was amended to require it IO 
feet from the curbline. 


These, Mullin 
stated, 
were 
the recommendations the com­ 
mittee had made. Cook said he 
felt the ordinance was not good 
for businessmen and should be 
rewritten. 


Mullin retorted that the main 
object of the ordinance is to 
regulate not discriminate and 
tha the township is trying to 
protect legitimate operators of 
junkyards and their interests in 
preventing the spread of such 
facilities which are forbidden 
under the zoning code adopted 
in 1954. 


Mullin said the ordinance is 
necessary 
to 
regulate 
those 
which have been in existence 
before zoning and to make sure 
that such places as service sta­ 
tions do not become junkyards

Heavy Social Schedule Equals Poor Diet 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
health 
equation 
for 
today’s 
youth: A poor diet, plus a hea­ 
vy social schedule, minus regu­ 
lar meals, equals one mal-fed 
teen-ager. 


This was the essence of a 
statement yesterday by an Agri. 
culture Department nutritionist, 
who contended America’s teen­ 
aged 
girls 
and 
boys 
are 
probably 
the worst-fed 
mem­ 
bers of their families. 


The problem is not that there 
isn’t 
enough 
quantity 
to the 
food, 
but 
the 
quality 
leaves 
something to be desired from 
a nutrition standpoint, Dr. Eve­ 
lyn Spindler said. 


Teen Girls 


The 
teen - age 
girls 
seem 
to have more problems with 


their diets Dr. Spindler said, 
mainly because they are girls. 
For example: 


—They fear getting fat. 


— They s p e n d extra time 
dressing. This increases their 
chance of skipping breakfast to 
make a bus to school. 


—Dinner may be skipped if 
it interferes with a date. 


To back up her statements, 
Dr. Spindler offered these sta­ 
tistics. 


“ Six o u t of every IO girls 
and 4 out of every IO boys have 
poor diets,” she said. 


Added to this, she said, was 
the fact that research showed 
the older the child, the poorer 
the diet. She also criticized the 


teenagers ability to pick his 
own food. 


Low In Iron 


Most teen-age diets, Dr. Spin­ 
dler said, were low in iron. 
Foods that are high in sugar 
and fat often replace those with 
the much needed protein, min­ 
erals and vitamins, she said. 
But the real effect of the bad 
diets tends to show up w h e n 
teen-age girls marry, Dr. Spin­ 
dler said. 
According 
to 
Dr. 
Spindler, 
“ babies born to undernourished 
teen - agers may be premature, 
have congenital defects, or lack 
adequate nutritional reserves to 
protect them through birth and 
the first few months of life.” 


“ Undernourishment 
during 
pregnancy may leave a perma­ 
nent mark on the youthful moth­ 
er,” Dr, Spindler also noted.
